Dixon, Ky„ May 31.— Final revenge 
I for the Providence race rlo< of March 
H, in which two white traveling nicu 
were wounded one of them fatally and 
In which Marshal Smith Childers was 
dangeourly shot, was paid 'by a mask- 
ed band, which took Jake McDowell. 
Childers' assallani, from the Jail here 
this morning and shot him to death. 

McDowell was a large yellow negn. 
and after the mounted and masked rai 
tiers had galloped out of town half a 
mile several iiersons who followed 
them heard two shota. They found Mc- 
Dowell's body flung to one side of 
tjie hlg Toad with two bullet wounds 
and one stab wound. 

All the men of whom there were 
aliout ten were masked, save the le.id- 
er> and he was not known to the Jail- 
er, 

The town was quiet about 2 o'clock 
this morning, when the clatter of 
h(x>fs was heard from the South, fiie 
hand rode up to the Jail and firing a 
tew shots, bl•oug^ll out the Jailer. He 
was told that they wanted Jake Mc- 
Dowell, and after being forced into 
submiaslon by the muzzles of several 
guns he compiled with the request ot 
the raiders. McDowell was trembling 
and pleading when he was brought 
forth but the raiders sitld nothing to 
him. They merely mounted him on 
the hack of an extra horse and went 
trotting out into the county. Here 
the negro was dlsftatched at once. 

McDowell shot Marshal Childers who 
for a lime lay dangerously wounded, 
but by the persistent nursing of his 
sweethean.

Forbes.

Edwin Forbes.of Kordsville.held mem- 
orial services in honor of the early 
settlers of that community at Ma- 
cedonia Baptist church ,one mile South 
of Hockvale, Breckenridge county, at 
10 o'clock a. ni.

"There are murder charges against 
Orchard In several States, and there 
has been some talk of trying to get 
at him in other States so that he can 
be baiigiHl as be so richly deserves 
but to get him in any other State he 
Would have to be imrdoned in Idaho 
and that ni.ay be done.”
